grown to enormous proportions in Chicago. 
More than 7,000,000 hogs and 2,000,000 
bead of beef cattle have been slaughtered 
there in a year. These are conveyed to 
the stock jards by eighteen different rail- 
roads. The killing is now usually done 
by shooting the animal just back of the 
ear, and machinery does nearly all the 
work of dressing. It is only three to five 
minutes from the time a bullock is shot 
until he is quartered ready for the icebox. 
The furnishing of fresh beef to the East- 
ern market began only a few years ago, 
when one firm undertook to send choice' 
cuts to several hotels near Chicago, and 
found that the plan worked well enough 
to prove the feasibility of shipments to 
more distant points. 
There were delays 


and losses at first, but a suitable refriger- 
ator car was soon invented, and now there 
are no difficulties in the traffic. 
After 


the best parts of the carcass are shipped, 
the coarse meat is canned or made into 
sausage, the blood dried, and the bones 
ground for fertilizer, the horns sold to 
combmakcrs, and every scrap turned to 
account in some way. "We are selling 
the best loins for eleven cents a pound," 
sajs a leading slaughterer, "and, adding 
a cent for freightage, they cost the New 
York dealer twelve cents 
That is for the 


very best quality, such as he sells for 
about twenty cents."

The 
examples that I gave in my former article 
left out the question of interest entirely, 
because interest was entirely foreign to 
the subject then under 
consideration. 


The matter of the profits, that is the in- 
crease of the value of the stock, is how- 
ever, entirely a question of interest, and 
the bare statement of the simplest case 
that can arise will show that an immense 
amount of figuring is necessary to state 
the whole matter with mathematical ac- 
curacy. 
A man has one share of stock 


upon which he pays one dollar a month, 
what is tbe profit to which he is entitled 
to at the end of ten years ? You answer 
glibly, "one dollar a month is twelve dol- 
lars a year, ten years would make one 
hundred and twenty dollars. Interest at 
six per cent, gives the answer, seventy- 


nding that they have paid in more 


money than they received, not stopping 
o think that interest must be paid for a 
oan wherever you .get it. 
This error, 


though common, is seen at once when 
ointed out. 
There is another one, how- 


ver, often made and not so easy to dispel, 
though it is none the less an error : 


One will say, [ borrowed $1,000 and have 
been paying it off at the rate of $60 a 
year, "so I have been paying interest for 
the use of money that I have not bad." 
It must bo borne in tnind that the stock 
and mortgage transactions are really two 
entirely distinct things. They are distinct 
in bookkeeping and in law, so entirely 
distinct in law that an assignment of 
the stock to the association is necessary 
in order to have it credited against the 
mortgage. 
The payments on the stock 


are not payments on the mortgage, though 
from the fact that the value of the stock 
is credited upon the mortgage upon set- 
tlement, people get the matter confused.

There will then- be a 


monthly revenue of stock and interest 
payments to invest outside of the associa- 
tion, the interest of which is again in- 
vested, &c., compounding the interest. 
I 


think it must be clear to any one that in 
this case the members of the association 
arc making a profit. 
The difficulty of 


seeing how the matter works, arises com- 
monly I think, from the tendency of the 
mutuality of a building association to 
confuse the mind—one can see clearly 
how money is made outside of the asso- 
ciation, but may become confused bj 
considering himself in the double aspect 
of borrower and lender. 


I think every one will admit that a 


building association offers to a poor man 
a chance to invest a small amount monthly 
at compound interest, less his proportion 
of expenses, of taxes, and loss of interest 
upon the monthly balances, all of which 
taken together will scarcely amount to a 
dollar a year per share. 


Now how is it with the borrower. 
Sup- 


pose I borrow of you $1,000 on mortgage. 
At the end of eleven years I will have 
paid you in interest $600 and the mort- 
gage still remains for me to keep on pay- 
ing upon. No part of this interest will 
return to me in any way. It is gone. 
You spend or invest it for your own par- 
ticular good. I.donot derive a particle 
of benefit from it. 


Now suppose I borrow the $l,006"oif 


a building association. 
(I take a case 


that will show these figures, selected 
at random from half a dozen others). 
I 


pay $100 premium and the association 
winds up in eleven years. My account 


T,, manage them, and if auditing committees 


would audit the accounts with more faith- 
fulness than is commonly exercised, utter 
ruin would be averted in a good many 
things besides building associations. 
My 


advice to a man about to enter a building 
association, or any other association to 
which he is to entrust his money, is to 
find out who are the officers, and what 
their reputation is for integrity and abil- 
ity, and when you have invested your 
money, keep your eye on it, if you don't 
understand the workings, go and ask the 
proper officer about them, and go to the 
meeting and hear what is dono. 
So much 


for the total failures. 
That such things 


occur is nothing against building associa- 
tions in general. 
Many a dollar has been 


lost in manufacturing enterprises, but 
if thrice as many had been lost, it would 
be no argument against our own excellent 
Bristol Improvement Company. 


In "bright times," a series of building 


association stock will mature in about 
eight years or so,circumstances, however, 
may reduce the profits and so stretch out 
the time. If real estate is fiat and times 
are hard, the money must aither remain 
idle or be invested in Government or 
State securities at less than six per cent., 
a borrower will occasionally prove unable 
to keep up his payments, his mortgage 
must be foreclosed and the property sold 
at a loss. Perhaps few associations es- 
cape an occasional loss of this sort, but 
with good management such losses should 
be very few. 


Another source of diminution of profits 


is arrearages. If a member is allowed 
to fall in arrears and keep so, the associa- 
tion is losing the opportunity to make the 
interest upon this money in arrears. To 
keep members up to their duty in this 
matter, fioes are imposed for non-payment 
of dues and interest. I have not thor- 
oughly Investigated the question of fines, 
but I am under the impression that the 
loss of interest upon arrearages is greater 
than the revenue from fines. I will not 
discuss this matter, however, as I do not 
like to waste words by talking in igno- 
rance, and besides I have said quite 
enough already.

cess he stated he could convert kerosene 
and other similar oils into a substance 
having th: appearance of tallow, and 
ciuisi! it 1.0 revert again to its original 
liquid condition without in the least im- 
pairing its properties. 
Such an assur- 


ance naturally caused a sensation in the 
Baku oil trade, nnd Jlitmar was at once 
pounced upon by the "oil kings," Nobel 
Brothers, and carried oil' to the Caspian i 
to make good his assertions on the spot. 
That ther.' must have been something at 
the liottnri of the discovery, in spite of 
hostile criticism abroad, is proved pretty 
com.liisivclv by the circumstance that it 
should ha', e be.'ii taken up by a firm of 
such standing as that of which the Nobel 
Hrothers ire the directing spirits. The 


The process has always been regarded 


as a particularly wholesome one. It was 
supposed that it strengthened the scalp, 
induced hair to grow in waste places, and 
removed and prevented headaches,besides 
iucreasiu',' the self-respect of the person 
by enabling him to feel that his head was 
abnormally clean. We are now informed 
that, with the exception of the last men- 
tioned result, shampooing does nothing 
but injury. 
It stops the growth of the 


hair and produces premature baldness. 
It weakens the scalp so that it loses its 
vitality, and, becoming as impervious to 
moisture as india-rubber, induces diseases 
of the bones of the skull. ^Furthermore, 


shampooing" causes deafness, and in 
lauy cases leads to inflammation of the 


eyes. 
Us worst effect, however, is in- 


sanity. 
The percentage of nien who be- 


come insane after a course of repeated 
and regular "shampooing" is enormous— 
so large, in fact, that the exact percentage 
is not mentioned out of regard to the 
feelings of the public. The average life 
of the man who is "shampooed" once a 
week is only three years, and the last two 
years of his life are usually spent in a 
maniac's cell, where his blindness and 
deafness are rather an advantage to him, 
since they save him from the unpleasant 
sights and sounds common to all lunatic 
asylums. 


This is a formidable indictment of 


"shampooing," and, fortified as it is by 
statistics manufactured expressly for the 
purpose, we cannot doubt that part of it 
which professes to show the direful re- 
sults of "shampooing." 
Doubtless people 


who are frequently "shampooed" are af- 
flicted with deafness, blindness, baldness, 
diseases of the scalp and skull, insanity, 
and death. 
It docs not, however, neces- 


sarily follow that these calamities are all 
of them the direct result of the applica- 
tion of soap, water and barbers' fingers to 
the heads of the sufferers. 


We may admit that the frequency with 


which the barber rubs soap into the eyes 
of the victim whom he is "shampooing" 
may impair the victim's sight, and that 
the application of soap, of hot water, and 
of cold water to the scalp may have an

song of the dead poet; and as the tender 
words tremulously floated through and 
filled the holy place, hearts swelled, eyes 
were suffused, and "A charm from the 
skies seemed to hallow us there." 


Tongue cannot tell nor pen describe 


the ettect of that song sung under the 
circumstances I have stated. The gloam- 
ing of the coming evening had crept into 
the chapel and the "dim religious light" 
that Payne's poetic temperament could 
have understood and absorbed, bathed all 
both living and dead, in it« niellow radi- 
ance.
